Spanish police are, of course, fnlly aware of subject' $ real identity. Shortly 
the reafteiy subject nade an application tc the HICOM PsrmLt Office in Madrid 
for an Entiy Permit to Germany. Thi3 was refused by the Permit Office becanse 
subject 1 s pas3port was not in his real name, and, becaUse his passport listed 
him as a German, .although he actually is an Austrian HafcLonsl* 



3« On 9 February 1951, Mr. R. Hudson Smith, chief of the tfadrid Permit 
Office, wrota CTB that subject had returned to the PeJ^M-t Office, .this t±me 
armed with a Spanish Special Passport nade out in his Correct and giTlng 
his origin as Austrian. Because of subject' s notorietT, although he does hot 
appear on the CTB Restricted List, Mr. Smith thought it wisa to check with CTB, 
Bad Salzuflen, prior to granting the Entry Pennit.’ cT 0 raised no objections 
to the reąuest and on 26 January 1951, Skorzeny was is^ued Kutry Permit Mo.
